What’s New?

Reminder: Indiana’s Petroleum Remedia-
tion Grants Available Now

The time is now to come forward with sites in
your community that are contaminated with petro-
leum products. The Indiana Brownfields Program has
divided the state into seven regions for the purposes
of administering the Petroleum Remediation Grant
incentive in Indiana. $750,000 has been set aside for
each region for the assessment and remediation of
petroleum-contaminated brownfield sites. Neither
cash match nor investment from the community is
required for this grant funding.

A consulting firm has been assigned to each region
to work with Indiana Brownfields Program project
managers to provide outreach to communities, com-
pile information about potential sites, and perform the
environmental assessment and remediation for the
awarded sites. The consultants will submit an initial
inventory of potential sites to the Indiana Brownfields
Program by April 15, 2007. The first sites recom-
mended for funding will then be presented to the Indi-
ana Finance Authority Board of Directors for ap-
proval in June 2007. To take advantage of this oppor-
tunity for funding, contact Andrea Robertson Habeck
of the Indiana Brownfields Program at (317) 234-
0968 or aroberts@ifa.IN.gov as soon as possible.
